The reaſon ' of the _—_ in Parliament, was occaſioned by 
the differing lengths of ſome of G/efter Cloths, not to ſay by a 
Clothier himſelf of that County s but before the Bill was brought 
into the Houſe of Commons, I had ſeveral meetings with the 
Agent, and told him that if he would attend the Kings Council, I 
would perſuade the Farmers to conſent to ſuch a Bill, as that no 
oppoſition could be made againſt it.

at that time Prorogued, nothing more then was done by him.

the Seal of one Cloth or Stuff was made uſe for ſeveral other Pieces, 

and to be able to give a greater Fine for the whole than any others; 
they did defign, as ſoon they had contrafted for the whole, to 
| break off thoſe Agreements in Londen, when the Year was out, 

. and to make Seiſure of what Goods they ſhould then find unſealed, 

and to do the like in/all Corporations, and other Towns in Eng- 

land,by the Officers of the Exciſe; by which oppreſſive Attion they 
might have got great Summs of Money, which deſign coming to the 

Ear of Mr. Carter, he prevented the ſame; and then Con- 

tracted for the whole Farm, paying down 9ooo /. ſome conſider- 

able time before the Leaſe Commenced, and the Farmers were - 
tae 


the Expence of near 5000 /. more, with Intereſt and other in- 
cident Charges in. Seating the fame, both for the eaſe 
of the Clothiers and Drapers, before they had made any 
| profit, by the reaſon of the ſtanding out of ſeveral conſiderable 
\ . Counties in the former Leaſes, and notwithſtanding all that great 
Summ paid down, and the incident Charges, yet the Farmers 
took not advantage of any one Seizure, bur only to Seal the 
Goods; which I think was very good Service done by him, and 
was then looked upon ſo ; and the rather, - that the ſaid Shop- 
keepers were not only freed from the Fines and Rent formerly paid 
by them, but from future damages, or any expence for the ſame ; 
beſides which Mr. Carter cauſed the Shalloon-Makers in the Counties 
of Southampton, and Berks, to be eaſed onequarter of what they had 


paid the former Farmers.
